SHAKESPEARE’S HOME. 
-I.am with a.multitude who do homage 


a little, old-fashioned town: on the banks of 
the Avon. It is the quietest, most restful 
‘spot one can find. The streets are mere 
lanes. Many of the houses are of the | 
quaint style, prevalent 300 years ago. 

“We went first to the house which Shake- 
speare was born in. It is a two-story house, | 
with diamond windows, immense fire-places, 
low ceilings and other ancient peculiarities. 
The house is now owned by the British 
Government. There was some satisfaction | 
in being in the very rooms which Shake- | 
speare once inhabited. It made the mao 
seem more real and more akin to ago gtd 
human nature. 

_~SHAKESPEARE’S GRAVE. 


‘From the Poet’s house we went through 
winding lanes to Trinity Church, in which 
is the grave. Trinity is a large, old, and 
ungraceful looking church ; but its main en- 
trance is through a delightful avenue, that 
is cooled by the dense shade of great lime | 


et’s grave! corner, near the great‘east 

window is the tomb. You stand upon the 

slab in the floor, which covers the Bard’s. 
resting-place. “Upor it is this inscription : 
Good Friend, for Jesus’ sake forbeare, 

To digg the Dust encloased heare. 4 

 Bilese be the Man that.spares these stones, 


And carst be He'that moves-my Bones.” 


Upon the wall near the grave is a monu-

WARWICK CASTLE. 


Warwick Castle, said to be the finest re-. 
maining specimen of feudal splendor. War- | 
wield} is a quiet arid queer ‘town—very an- 
cient—dating back to the time of the Ro- 
mans. Going through several crooked, 
streets from the railway station, we came_ 
‘toa dark gate ‘which looks like the entrance. 
to a prison. A knock’ brings the Porter. | 
This is the entrance to the Castle, but no. 
Castle is yet visible. ~Passing along a road 
dug into the solid sandstone and overarched 
by great trees, a magnificent view at length 
bursts upon us. There is the Castle in all 
its grandeur, 800 years old, and ret —, 
and firm in appearance. 

A bridge spans the old moat, the ih’ 
lis is perpetually lifted, and we pass un- 


towers, into the inner court. Here is a 
large building in castellated form, with fine 
turrets and splendid Gothic arches. This is

itself as well as a palace. Thick walls sur- 
round the castle, looped for archers as well 
as gunners, and surmounted here and there 
by towers. | 

Going into the main buildidg; the Earl 
of Warwick kindly permits an attendant to 
show the visitor over the State rooms of the 
Castle, the Armory, the Chapel, and some 
The magnificence of these 
rooms, in their finish or in their furniture, 
is very great. The old pictures and arti- 
cles of ornament of the feudal times were 
very interesting. . The elegant oaken carv- 
ings of the roof are really wonderful. 

The grounds within the castle walls are 
spacious and carefully kept.

Dedication at Haywood. 


Sept. 3d, 1865, a Congregational church 
was organized at Hay wood, taking the name 
of the “ Eden Church.” Rev. B. N. Sey- 
mour was installed Pastor. The nucleus 
was small.

culiarly discouraging. But two years have. 


passed away and the laborers have already 
had some reward.

A basement story 
for Sabbath-school: and social meetings yet 
remains to be finished. The interior of the 
house has a very pleasant, Rome-tike ap- 
pearance. 

The church was “dedicated on Sunday 
last. The house was well filled. Children’s 
voices assisted in the dedication hymns. The 
sermon was preached by Rev. Geo. Mooar 
—subject, “ The Church. a Home.” The 
Pastor read a form of Dedication; in which |
